§ 2.33(b)(3) - Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care. 

Each research facility shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that include 
daily observation of all animals to assess their health and well-being; Provided, however, That daily 
observation of animals may be accomplished by someone other than the attending veterinarian; and 
Provided, further. That a mechanism of direct and frequent communication is required so that timely and 
accurate information on problems of animal health, behavior, and well-being is conveyed to the attending 
veterinarian. 

§ 3.130 - Watering. 

If potable water is not accessible to the animals at all times, it must be provided as often as necessary 
for the health and comfort of the animal. Frequency of watering shall consider age, species, condition, size, 
and type of the animal. All water receptacles shall be kept clean and sanitary.
